Many bought tickets for 
Richmond, Va., and others for 
points in North and South Carolina 
and Georgia, whilst quite a num- 
ber haye settled in the counties 
surrounding Wilmington.

On the other 
hand, according to the Wilmington 
papers, there is an influx of white 
people to take the place of the ne- 
groes. Real estate agents report 
that strangers are not only renting, 
but arc buying houses.

I Pension Commissioner John- 
son Is Hard at Work in 
Atlanta. 
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! We find the following letter in 
I the Columbus fSnquirer-Sun writ- 
I ten from Atlanta, which will be 
interesting to pensioners: 
, Pension (Jomipissjoner Richard 
! Johnson is hard at work prepar- 
I ing the vouchers for the payment 
! of pensions to indigent Confeders 
j ate veterans. The legislature ap- 
propriated for this year $238,000 
for indigent veterans and the dis- ■ 
bursementof this money will begin 
on January 15th, 

The appropriation is $38,00 
larger than it was for 1897 and 
1898, and this constitutes most of 
the additional amount given to 
pensioners by this legislature. The 
indigent pensioners receive $60 a 
year each. 

Tbe widows of Confederate sol- 
diers will be the second class to 
j receive pensions. Commissioner j 
; Johnson expects to begin the pay- 
ment of their claims between the j 
1st and the 15th of February. The | 
amount paid to this class is $90 ! 
per annum and the appropriation ! 
" j for this year is $230,000. 
j The payment of widows' pen- j 
j sions will require about three 
j weeks, and as soon as that work is 
j completed^ say about March 1st, 
| the payment of inyalid pensions 
I will begin. The appropriation for 
I this class is $192,000 which is an 
increase of $2,500 oyer the amount 
appropriated for the years 1897 
and 1898. 
| The amount received by the m- 
■ valid pensioners range from $150 
I down, according to the extent of 
i the injury received in the service 
j of the Confederate government. 
j For total disability the maximum 
amount is paid, and for ether in- 
| juries according to degree. ■

Atlanta, Jan. 1, 1899. 
The beginning of the new year is upon 
w and 1898, with all its hopes and dis- 
appointments, is a thing of the past. I 
will be well for each of us at this time, 
before we commence our work for the 
year, to take a calm and thoughtful 
view of the situation, and then to act as- 
become sensible men. 

What, then, do we find to be the con- 
dition of the average Georgia farmer at 
this time?

Has the average Georgia farmer a 
supply of corn, oats, hay and fodder, 
with which to feed his stock of every 
kind until he can make another crop: 
Has he plenty of homemade meat and 
flour and syrup, with which to feed all 
hands on his farm for the next ten 
months? Are his mules, and horses, 
and cattle, and hogs, and sheep in good 
order and well cared for, now in the 
midst of a cold, long winter? Has he 
an abundance of poultry of all kinds, j 
well housed and well fed?

A good beginning has been made in 
the right direction in the sowing of the 
largest wheat crop probably in the late 
history of the state. A fair crop of fall 
oats has also beeD planted, but the acre- 
age should be doubled or trebled with- 
out delay. Prepare to plant a good corn 
crop, not less than ten to 12 acres to the 
plow; and be sure to either broadcast 
field peas in your corn at the last plow- 
drop them on, or by the side of the 
com rows at the second plowing. Then 
prepare not less than five acres to the 
plow for such crops as groundpeas, po- 
,?arcane, millet, etc. After 
that, put teii acres, and no more, in 
cotton, regardless of who may advise 
you to the contrary. A crop like this 
will give you 25 acres to the plow, and 
that is enough for North Georgia, 
though in Middle and South Georgia, a 
few more acres might be cultivated in 
corn or groundpeas. 

Buy as little guano as possible but 
use all the homemado fertilizers that 
you can got together between this and 
planting time.

For the benefit of the fruit growers of 
Georgia, the following bill was passed 
at the rdcent session of the legislature, 
and has now become effective: 
Be it Enacted by the General Assembly 

of Georgia: 

1. That an act entitled "An act to re- 
quire the commissioner of agriculture to 
establish a special department of horti- 
culture and pomology, to employ an 
entomologist, etc., etc.," approred Dec. 
21, 1897, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 1. That from and after the 
passage of this act, the commissioner of 
agriculture of the state of Georgia, the 
president of the Georgia State Horti- 
cultural society and the president of the 
Georgia State Agricultural society shall, 
ex- officio, constitute a board to bo known 






inconsistent with the laws and consti- 
tution of the state and the United States, 
for preventing the introduction of dan- 
gerously injurious crop posts from with- 
out the state, and for the governing of 
common carriers in transporting plant* 
liable to harbor such pests to and from 
the state, and such regulations shall 
have the force of laws. 

See. 10. It «hall be unlawful for any

ceedings until it is heard and decided. 

Sec. 6. Upon fee findings of the in- 
spector in any case of infected trees or 
plants, the treatment proscribed by him 
shall be executed at once (unless an ap- 
peal is taken), under his supervision; 
cost of material and labor shall be borne 
by the owner; provided, however, that 
in case the trees or plants shall bo con- 
demned, thoy 6hall bo destroyed by the 
inspector, and the expenses of such ac- 
tion shall be borne by the owner.

Sec. 6. In case any person or persons 
refuse to execute the directions of the in- 
spector or of the board after an appeal,

It shall be unlawful to offer 
for sale, sell, give away or transport 
plants, scions, buds, trees, shrubs, vines 
or other plants, tubers roots, cuttings, 
fculbs known to be infested with dan- 
gerously injurious insects or plant dis- 
eases. Any person or persons violating 
this section shall upon conviction 
thereof be guilty of a midemeanor. 

Sue. 8. The said board of control, its 
agents or employes, are hereby empow- 



rected to ascertain as speedily as possi- 
ble by personal investigation, and in 
such other manner as he may deem ex- 
pedient, the extent of the infection, and 
shall act with all due diligence to sup- 
press and oradicate the said pests and 
give notice to the owner, tenant or 
ajjeut of such premises to treat such in- 
fested plants according to the methods 
he may prescribe, or destroy them 
within ten days from dato of such no- 
tice, and if after the expiration of such 
period of ten days the infested plants 
have not been treated or the treatment 
has not been properly applied "or is not 
effectual in ridding plants of tho pests, 
the inspector shall cause such plants to 
be properly treated or destroyed as his 
judgment warrants. Tho cost of the 
work shall be covered by execution from 
the owner of the premises. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of th© in- 
spector to make a monthly report of his 
work, both as entomologist and impec- 
tor, to tho board of control, as well as 
the expenditure under this act, and said 
board shall report annually to the gov- 
ernor of the state. 

2. This act shall take effect from and 
after its passage, and all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed.

lt<-fll«i> Salt on Compost. 

QunsTiOK— I have a lot of refns* salt 
on hand. Would you advise putting it 
in my compost heap, and if so, in what 
proportion? 

Answer — Strictly speaking, salt is 
not a fertilizer, as an analysis shows it 
to contain little or no plant food. From 
ancient times, however, down to the 
present day it has been applied to land 
generally with beneficial results, so that 
experience, our best teacher, indorses 
its use. On lauds that are near enough 
to the sea to receive the suit spray, 
which storms often carry to a consider- 
able distance inland, or on such lands 
as contain chlorine and soda in any 
form, salt would have no appreciable 
effect, but on soils of an opposite char- 
acter an application of salt is frequently 
very beneficial. By some means its 
presence brings about a chemical change 
in the soil which renders available 
additional amount of plant food for fee 
growing crops. Not only this, but the 
great affinity it has for water causes ii 
to attract from the dews and the vapors 
of the atmosphere an amount of mois- 
ture, which, iu a drouth, enables tho 
crops to resist tosome extent, the effects 
of tho dry weather. A liberal applica- 
tion of salt is said also to prevent rnst 
in cotton, though this is not well es- 
tablished.

Answer. — The department takes 
pleasure in answering the above re- 
quest, as it shows a disposition to di- 
minish the cost of your guano bilta, and 
it is to be hoped that the same intention 
exists in the mind of every farmef in 
Georgia. 

FORMULAK TOR COMPOSTS. 

Stable manure , 000 lbs 

Acid phosphate 800 lbs 

Cottonseed 400 lbs 

Kainit 200 lbs 

Stable manure 750 lbs 

Cottonseed meal 150 lbs 

Acid phosphate 800 lbd 

Hardwood ashes (unleachod) . . !i00 lbs 

Stable manure 900 lbs 

Acid phosphate 800 lbs 

Nitrate of soda 100 lbs 

Muriate of potash 50 lbs 

Kaiuit, or hardwood ashes 150 lbs 

Total 2 000 lbs 

To mix, put down a layer of stable 
manure 2-4 inches thick, on that place 
a thin layer of cottonseed, or meal, oi 
nitrate of soda, on that a layer of kainil 
or ashes, aud on that a layer of acid 
phosphate. Repeat the layers until the 
pile is as high as you want it, and then 
cover with G inches of dirt to prevent 
leaching. Wet each layer thoroughly 
as you go along. If too much heal 
should develop wet thoroughly again. 
The compost will be ready for use in sis 
to seven weeks. Before hauling to the 
field cut the pile down vertically with 
hoes or spades and mix thoroughly.

Mix thoroughly with hoes or shovels, 
on a tight floor, making sure to pound 
up the lumps you are certain to find in 
the kainit. 

By mixing the fertilizers yourself you 
will save not- less than $i per ton, and 
such work can bo done under shelter on 
rainy days. — State Agricultural De- 
partment. 

Peach Output In Georgia. 

Question— Is peach culture in Geor- 
gia likely to be overdone? 

Answer— I think not. It is true that 
the acreage of peaches will be greatly 
increased by this season's planting, mtd 
that the demand for peach stock can 

■ with difficulty be filled by the nursery- 
men. There will not, however, be n 
greatly increased acreage of bearing 
trees, and the corresponding increase in 
additional markets, and in the popular- 
ity of the Georgia peach, will more 
than offset the increase. There must 
be a large planting annually to keep up 
the present acreage, as peach trees are 
short lived and many die each year from 
various causes It is probable that fully 
one-third of the trees planted this sea- 
son will never come into bearing. To 
grow peaches profitably requires the 
greatest attention. Proper cultivation 
and fertilization, carefwl pruning and 
treatment for insect pests and diseases, 
are necessary to success, and at least 
one-third of the orchards of the state da 
not receive such attention, and they go 
down. The San Jose scale has caused 
the destruction of over 100,000 trees dur- 
ing the past seas hi, and probably as 
many more will bo destroyed before the 
winter is over. If the borers are neg- 
lected for two or three years, and dur- 
ing that time the trees produce a heavy 
crop, the drain made upon their vitality 
by the borer- and the production of the 
crop, will cause a larj.8 proportion of 
Ihem to die. 

■ Intending planters should not be dis 
et'uragod by thesj statement, for they 

. are encouraging to those who intend to 
give their orchards the proper care. 
Money can be made in Georgia by the 
intelligent fruit grower. It is estimated 

over $1,000,000 during th-> past sea- 
sou. One party sold lour oars of peaches 
5'or i'H,4*;.s, and his entire ahipme!*kl 
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amounted to 90 car:;- Some growers re- 
ceived poor return-! on account of bad 
handling, poor packing and rascally 
commission merchants, but good fruit, 
well handled and properly shipped, 
gave very satisfactory returns. I be- 
lieve there will never be an over pro- 
duction of choice peaches.— State Agri- 
cultural Department. 

MlllfS With Hie StiiKfriTB. 

Question. — Two of my mules have 
died with staggers. Is there any rem- 
edy for it. and what causes it? 

Answer.— There are two varieties of 
this disease, known generally as blind, 
and sleepy staggers, according to the 
symptoms displayed by the sick animal. 
In blind staggers the animal rushos 
around recklessly, running against or 
falling over any obstruction in his way. 
In sleepy staggers the affected horse or 
mule appears dull and stupid, standing 
quietly with lowered head, or perhaps 
with its head pressing against a fence 
or wall. 

The disease, however, is the same in 
both cases, and being a brain disease, is 
very hard to relieve or control. Some 
of the horse books assert that it is caused 
by over gorging, but front my own ex- 
perience I am sure it is brought on by 
eating damaged or rotten corn. It is 
the general sentiment among farmers 
that there is more damaged com this 
year than they ever knew before, at- 
tributable no doubt to the continuous 
rains of last summer. Numerous com- 
plaints of this disease are coming to this 
department, and I fear that the loss on 
this score will be heavy throughout the 
state. In feeding horses and mules be 
very careful to see that they get na 
damaged corn, or you are likely to meet 
with losses from this very fatal disease. 
When the disease is fully developed lit- 
tle or nothihg can be done to save the 
animal, but if upon its first appearance 
proper treatment is resorted to many 
cases can be cured. The treatment con- 
sists in promptly bleeding the animal 
freely, and giving a good dose of salts 
or oil. If the medicine does not act in 
two and a half or three hours the dose 
should be repeated. Prevention, how- 
ever, is better than cure, therefore you 
should use every care to keep damaged 
corn out of the horse stable. — State Ag- 
I ricultural Department. 

Wheat Sowing In Georgia. 
Question — Is it now too late to sow 

Whe;vt? 

Answer— Good crops of wheat have 
been raised in the middle and northern 
sections of the state sowed as late as 
the middle of January. You should 
have sowed about the middle of Novem- 
ber, provided the cold weather had by 
that time destroyed the Hessian fly, 
which is very apt to ruin a wheat crop 
sowed before frost. 

To hope for a fair crop, planted at 
this late date, j-our ground must bo 
rich, either naturally or by the liberal 
use of fertilizers. Prepare the land 
with extra care for the reception of the 
seed, and do not fail to broadcast from 
50 to 100 pounds of nitrate of soda to 
the acre when the spring growth com- 
mences. Then with a favorable season 
you may make a fair crop of wheat. Be 
sure to follow your wheat crop with 
peas sown broadcast; they will not only 
give you a splendid crop of hay, but 
will also enrich your soil with nitrogen, 
the moat costly of plant foods. 

PEAR BLIGHT. 

Southern Treatment For Le Conte 
and KleSer Pear Trees. 

When a pear orchard is badly blight- 
8d, the owner writes to everybody who 
claims to know anything on the subject, 
ami every one will write him to prune, 
prune, prune, when really the truth is 
that the more he prunes the worse will 
be the blight. When an orchard is badly 
blighted, the thing to do is to let it alone 
as completely as possible. Don't prune a 
limb, don't plow it or do anything else 
to it that will stimulate the trees. The 
trees are certainly in bad shape for two 

Let them alone till the trees make 
but a small growth. Don't cultivate the 
laud. Then fertilize with phosphorio 
acid and potash (no nitrogen). Kainit 
and acid are good forms. Apply broad- 
oast 500 pounds of each to the acre. 
Less will do good; more will do more 
good. Plow it in lightly, eay three or 
four inches. This should be done in the 
Winter between Deo. 1 and Jon. 15. If 
done earlier, vegetation is too much in 
the tiay. If done later, there will be 
danger of causing the trees to bloom too 
early. 

In May give the orchard another 
cultivation, most advantageously done 
with a cutaway harrow, plowing about 
tbo same depth as before. The season 
following give the same fertilizers and 
the same plowing*. If the trees are 
rather vigorous, leave off the May plow- 
ing. 

When you have starved out the blight 
and have got the trees to where they 
make but a small growth annually, 
which will be juv' *-<fore you commenoe 
tho fertilizing ai __ plowing described 
above, then is tin- Jine to prune, prune, 
prune. Don't pri.-ie with a knife or 
shears, but with U -aw Saw oS the 
worst blighted limbs, the straggling 
ij-nbs, the chafing limbs and the very 
toll limbs. Gut them half in two, re- 
ducing the tree nearly one-half. 

Apply kainit aud acid annually ; give 
tbo orchard two plowings; never plant 
peas, beggar weeds or turn under a 
heavy crop oi any vegetable giowth. 
Then count blight u blessing, for yon 
studied the requirements of 



Horseshoes. 

In Japan most of tlu horsos arc 
shod with straw. Even tho clum- 
siest of cart iiorst'S wear straw 
shoes, which, in their cases, arc 
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pc and arc made of the ordinary 
m straw, braided so as to form a | 
lo for the foot about half tin inch j 
thick. These soles cost about a half ; 
penny a pair. In Iceland horses ; 
shod with sheep's horn. In j 
discussing this subject a writer in I 
the horseshoes's Journal says: In | 
the valley of the Upper Oxus the f 
antlers of the mountain deer are j 
used for the same purpose, the 
shoes being fastened with horn pins ! 
In the Sudan the horses are shod 
with' socks made of camel's skin. 
In Australia horseshoes are made 
of cowhide. A German not long 
ago iuvented a horseshoe of paper 
prepared by saturating with oil, 
turpentine and other ingredients. 
Thin layers of such paper are 
glued to the hoof till the requisite 
thickness is attained, and the shoes 
thus made are durable and im- 
penetrable by moisture.
